decade. From 1870 to 1893 the export-
atlons of copper were small, seldom ex-
ceeding & milllon dollars.  In 1894
however, there was am Increase to prac-
tically 20 million dollars; by 1808 the
total exceeded 30 millions; by 1900 It
was over 50 milllons, and In the fiscal

1904 was over 57 milllon dollars, as|
